Princeton. N. J., June IO.—As a re­ 
sult of a special m eeting of the board 
of trustees ut Princeton university the 
institution will acquire about $1,150,- 
000 in gifts. The bulk of this comes as 
a renewal of the offer made by Wil­ 
liam Cooper Proctor, of Cincinnati, 
and brings to an end the controversy 
over the site of the graduate college. 
Mr. Proctor in May, 1900, offered the 
university $500,000 on condition that 
the alumni raised an equal amount, 
all to go to the graduate college. Dur­ 
ing the controversy over the site Mr. 
Proctor's gift was withdrawn. 
With 
the renewal of the gift the half mil­ 
lion to be given by the alum ni is said 
to he assured in pledges from promi­ 
nent alumni. 
Mrs. Russell Sage, It was announc­ 
ed. has given $150,000 to add to the 
dorm itories already donated by her 
ami to build u great memorial tower 
loo feet high in the northw est part of 
the campus. 
T he renewal of the offer of Mr. 
Pro* tor was made upon term s satls- 
factory to not only President Woodrow 
Wilson, but all the m em bers of the 
board of trustees. 
The bequest by the* late Isaac C. 
Wyman, of Salem Mass., variously es­ 
tim ated at from $2.000,OHO to $4,000,- 
900. it is said was the direct cause of 
the closing of the breach over the 
graduate 
college site which was a 
chief condition of th** original Procter 
offer. 
With the possibility of the univer­ 
sity s territorial expansion by the use 
of th** W ym an bequest the site ques 
Hon becam e practically unimportant, 
and the objection to the ^location of 
the site on th** golf links were waived, 
It is said. 
It is understood that the $500,000 to 
he raised by the alumni Is to go to 
the preceptorial system instead of to 
the graduate school, as designated in 
Mr. Proctor's original offer. 
Dr. Woodrow Wilson made an ad­ 
dress before th** hoard, In which he 
said; 
‘‘I 
very heartily congratulate the 
board upon a combination of circum ­ 
stances which gives*so bright a prom ­ 
ise of a successful and harmonious 
levelopiuent of the university along 
lines which may com m and oui com ­ 
mon enthusiasm . I take pleasure in 
recom m ending the acceptance of gifts
